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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the rejection of claims 27-43 over Fan 
et al. Applicants argue that eventhough there was no reference to RCA specifically in any of the priority applications, the written 
description for RCA is inherently provided in the priority applications because other amplification methods are disclosed. There is no 
substitute in the requirement for written description: written description of a method has to provided, and disclosure of unrelated methods 
does not provide a written description for Applicants' particular method, i.e., RCA. Based on Applicants' logic one could argue that a claim 
drawn to a Sanger sequencing method has written description provided by a Maxam-Gilbert sequencing method, since both of them are 
methods of nucleic acid sequencing. Applicants' arguments were not found persuasive and the rejection is maintained. Regarding the 
rejection of claims 27-41 and 43 over Taylor in view of Walt et al., Applicants argue that Taylor does not provide a connection between 
arrays and RCA since the arrays Taylor describes are used for sequencing by hybridization. Applicants' arguments are not found 
persuasive because Applicants' array is not used for amplification, either, but for hybridization of amplified products. The rejection is 
maintained .
